The 
West Coast Bible College will open 
its 1958-59 term in the beautiful 
new — which has just been 
completed. ; 

Students will be welcomed to spa- 
cious new dormitories, each housing 
thirty-two students and each hav- 
ing a bee furnished student 
lounge, large laundry room, modern 
rest room facilities, and compact 
supervisor’s apartment. These dor- 
mitories have forced air heating 
and cooling to make students as 
comfortable as possible. Each room 
has two large closets with built-in 
drawers and ample storage space. 

Classes will be held in the 
modern-designed classroom build- 
ing. This beautiful unit consists of 
six large classrooms, a library, ad- 
ministrative offices, two rest rooms, 
and utility room. It is of lath and 
plaster construction with durable 
aluminum sash. 

Eating should be more a pleasure 
than ever in the new cafeteria. The 
acoustical plaster oats. and fresh 

reen wal make building 
unctional as well as beautiful. The 
kitchen and scullery facilities have 
been designed to make the cooking 
and dishwashing as easy and en- 
oyable as possible. The cafeteria 

uilding also includes a nice apart- 
ment which will be used as cook’s 
quarters. 

These buildings just described 
are but the beginning of a school 
plant which will be second 
none.

work such as water and electrical 
facilities have been installed with 
an eye to the future. As God bless- 
es and the college grows, the master 
plan calls for the construction of 
an administration building, audi- 
torium, gymnasium, and additional 
classroom and dormitory buildings. 

A few years ago the new cam- 
pus was nothing more than a 
cherished dream in the minds of 
those og ogee people who la- 
bored the cramped, inadequate 
quarters of a struggling school. It 
seemed the black spectre of defeat 
had finally caught and smothered 
the school when, in October of 
1956, city officials condemned the 
dormitory buildings. But, as often 
happens, in that moment of dark- 
est despair, faith arose and quickly 
surmounted the great obstacle. 
Through the unfailing efforts of 
the beloved state overseer of Cali- 
fornia, Rev. Ralph Williams, the 
plan for a new campus came in- 
to being. Enthusiasm began to rise 
and finally hit a joyous peak when 
General Headquarters approved 
$75,000 to start construction. 

The road was not by any means 
downhill for coasting after this. It 
took several pieces of property and 
two city commission hearings to 
convince the devil that a new cam- 
pus was going to be built regardless 
of his efforts to hinder. 

The people of California and the 
western states caught the vision of 
the new campus as Brother Paul 
L. Walker took the school choir 
from church to church. Souls were 
saved, thousands were inspired and

became enthusiastic, and several 
hundred dollars was raised for the 
campus as the students sang their 
way into the hearts of their lis- 
teners. Publication of the news in 
the state paper, school paper, and 
the Evangel spread the good tidings 
across the nation. Everywhere a 
spirit of optimism and enthusiasm 
prevailed. 

In April of 1958 the actual con- 
struction began. The school board 
appointed Brother Charles Wil- 
liamson to head the project. Broth- 
er Williamson is known through- 
out California for his sincerity and 
personal integrity as well as his 
fine workmans P construction- 
wise. Under his leadership the con- 
struction has moved along very 
rapidly, even ahead of schedule. 
Most commendable of all, however, 
is the fact that financially the 
project has stayed well wit the 
budget. 


When the new term opens every- 
_ will be ready to ae the 
reatest year in the school’s his- 
ry. Enrollment figures are expect- 
ed to reach a new high and God’s 
— are anticipated as never 
efore. 


The future of West Coast Bible 
College is extremely bright. There 
is no doubt that one ay it will 
take its place as one of the great 
religious institutions of the nation. 
This will be achieved because 
Church of God officials, ministers, 
and laity one day had a vision 
and then took the step of faith to 
see that vision fulfilled.

Theme of 1958 Ohio State Convention 


In the Clark County Memorial 
Auditorium (Springfield) attend- 
ance ranged from a nightly aver- 
age of 720 to more than 1,200 on 
youth night. The 100-voice volun- 
teer convention choir and the 
special youth night choir intensi- 
fied the thrilling emotional re- 
sponse to the blessings of God. 

The keynote speaker was the 
General Overseer of the Churches 
of God, Rev. Houston R. Morehead. 
Speaking on the topic, “Faith, the 
Victorious Principle of Life,” he 
based his sermon on Habakkuk 2:4. 
He referred to the similarity of the 
condition of the times of the text 
to our times in that the people were 
also experiencing an economic re- 
cession; justice had failed; and 
there was a coldness in the house 
of the Lord when the international 
picture was dark. The speaker as- 
sured the 650 convention delegates 
who heard him that even though 
we may have a tendency to ask 
why God doesn’t do something 
about the threats of our age, God 
is working, . .. “God is doing 
something about all this.” 

The convention’s featured speak- 
er was Rev. M. G. McLuhan, the 
supervisor of all of Central Africa 
for the Church of God. His Bible 
study lectures, his nightly sermons, 
and his marvelous vocal solos were 
excellently presented.

Among the featured singers, con- 
vention delegates worshiped Christ 
through the singing of the follow- 
ing groups: some Kadets, a 
trumpet trio; Springfield Youth for 
Christ Trio; Franklin Trio; Ken 
Apple and the Singing Star Trio of 
Detroit; “Voice of Calvary” Radio 
Choir of Cincinnati; a summer vol- 
unteer group of the Springfield 
High School’s 100-voice choir; M.

Fairmount Mixed Youth Chorus of 
Cincinnati—nearly 100 youthful 
voices of Ohio’s young people who 
rang out with special arrange- 
ments of “All Hail the Power of 
Jesus’ Name” and “Battle Hymn of 
the Republic”; and others who sang 
of the blessed Lord.

The convention delegates 
thrilled at the discussion of the 


Bible conducted by a former as- 
sistant general overseer, Rev. R. P. 
Johnson and a former Ohio over- 
seer, Rev. J. L. Goins. 

Rev. Cecil B. Knight, Assistant 
National Sunday School and Youth 
Director, delivered a message in 
which he discussed his phase of 
the church’s endeavors. He re- 
marked that “ ... young people 
of our times are confused and 
mixed up and need the solutions to 
life’s problems that Christ can 
give.” Brother Knight also praised 
highly the accomplishments in 
Ohio in every phase of the Sunday 
School and youth departments. 

Rev. E. M. Abbott, Indiana’s 
State Sunday School and Youth 
Director, spoke on “What Your 
Teen-ager cts of You—As a 
Pastor, As a Christian Youth Lead- 
er, and As a Parent.”

L. Platt, president of Lee Colege, 
as a guest speaker.

A skit, written and directed b 
Mrs. Ruth Frey and entitled, “Wit 
God, All Things Are Possible,”’ was 
an interesting highlight of this 
service. 

Awards for the greatest amount 
of finances raised through this de- 
partment went to the Ladies’ Will- 
ing Workers’ Band at the Hamilton 
(7th and Chestnut Streets) Church 
in a membership grouping of those 
churches with more than 100 mem- 
bers, and to Springfield for church- 
es with a membership below 100. 

Heliness ministers at the con- 
vention heard a sermon from a 
woman critic. Mrs. Gertrude Pat- 
rick of Cincinnati let go full blast 
with her opinions on how holiness 
ministers treat their wives in 
an “if-the-shoe-fits-wear-it” type 


speech guaranteed to jolt the aver- 
age minister—if not, indeed, the 
average husband. 

“This may be the ‘judgment day’ 
for me,” she said, “but for at least 
a few minutes I have the floor 
and this could be a sermon you 
men need to hear.” 

“I want you to answer four per- 
sonal questions about your wife,” 
said the outspoken lady evangelist 
to a distinguished gathering of 
Church of God ministers, their 
wives, and a host of lay-women 
from local Ladies’ Willing Work- 
ers’ Bands (A bus load of 50 from 
Hamilton came). 

“First, how does she look? Has 
the glow in her eyes turned to 
pools of dishwater? If so, don’t 
blame her. Most probably, ‘thou art 
the man’—to quote an appropriate 
text. ‘ 

“When did you last take her out 
to dinner to a place she needed to 
be dressed up? When, for no rea- 
son at all, have you handed her a 
gift-wrapped package containing 
that piece of foolishness she’s been 
hinting about for three years? 


“When have you sat down beside 
her and poured out a few para- 
graphs of the kind of taffy you 
wrote her from Lee College? 

“Do you know what your Minnie 
Bell is doing? She is attending all 
the meetings of the church—an 
average of one every other day, not 
counting Sunday. She’s teaching a 
Sunday School class. She’s running 
a hotel—for breakfast, dinner, sup- 
per, over-night or over-week 
church gues and there are no 
tips in her hotel for the maid-of- 
all-work. Your wife is filling the 
vacancy in the church kitchen 
when there are church suppers to 
cook. She’s also filling in when 
there are shortages in the church 
choir, whether she can sing or not. 
She’s rearing your children while 
you, with deadly preoccupation, 
guide the church, promote the as- 
sociation, and keep your indispens- 
able hand on the denomination. 
She’s the most public-spirited wom- 
an in the community so she’s a 
member of the P.T.A., the L.W.W.B., 
United Appeal, or a number of 
other community endeavors. 


“Brethren, you think you’re a 
busy person, but compared to your 
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wife, you look like a slow motion 
picture.” 

After this message, thirteen or 
fourteen men came to the speaker 
and said they were “stirred up and 
ashamed” of themselves because 
they had been taking their wives 
for granted. Another minister said 
he “cried all the time of the 
speech” and he determined to go 
out then to wire flowers to his 
wife. Another called his wife via 
long distance telephone. Still an- 
other minister went out and bought 
his wife a dress and hat because he 
hadn’t bought his wife anything for 
years.

N.A.E. Convention Elects Herbert Mekeel President 


Dr. Herbert S. Mekeel of Sche- 


nectady, New York, was elected 
president of the National Associa- 
tion of Evangelicals at its annual 
convention in Chicago, April 14-18. 
He succeeds Dr. Paul P. Petticord, 
who held the post for two years. 

Dr. Mekeel has served as pastor 
of the First Presbyterian Church 
of Schenectady since 1937. Prior 
to this he was interim minister of 
St. Andrew’s Church, Ottawa, Can- 
ada. He has been instructor in his- 
tory at the University of Michigan, 
minister of the First United 
Church, Swampscott, Massachu- 
setts, and served as assistant and 
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later as associate minister of the 
First Presbyterian Church of Ed- 
monton, Alberta, Canada. 

He received his education at the 
University of Michigan, New York 
City’s Biblical Seminary and And- 
— Seminary, Massachu- 
setts. 

Dr. Mekeel has been honored with 
the Doctor of Divinity degree by 
Wheaton College, Wheaton, Illinois, 
the Litt. D. degree by Bob Jones 
University, Greenville, South Caro- 
lina, and the LL.D. degree by 
Houghton College, Houghton, New 
York. 

For several years he has served 


as member of the board of admin- 
istration of the National Associa- 
tion of Evangelicals and as first 
vice-president for two years. He is 
a member of the board of trustees 
of Gordon College, Boston, Massa- 
chusetts, and president of Albany 
Bible Institute, Albany, New York. 

Dr. Mekeel assumes his post at 
a time when the evangelical Prot- 
estant movement is becoming an 
increasingly significant religious 
force in the country. Under his 
leadership the association expects 
to take rapid strides forward in 
accomplishing its task of binding 
together Bible-believing Christians 
for the promotion of the gospel of 
Christ. 

The convention, which lasted 
four days, was hailed as a success 
4 association leaders. About 1,000 
churchmen and lay delegates reg- 
istered for the meeting in Chica- 
go’s Hotel Sherman. The 1959 con- 
vention will be held at the Statler 
Hotel in Los Angeles, April 6-10, 
it was announced. 


CONVENTION BRIEFS: 


President Paul P. Petticord told 
the convention that the “old-time 
religion” characterized by the con- 
servative message of Billy Graham, 
is stronger than ever in the United 
States. Dr. Petticord, president of 
Western Evangelical Seminary of 
Portland, Oregon, in addition to his 
NAE post, said there is a resur- 
gence of evangelical faith after a 
half century of conflict between 
theological liberalism and funda- 
mentalism. 

Dr. Stephen Paine, in an address 
before the entire convention, ac- 
cused the National Council of 
Churches of tending toward “so- 
cialism” and carrying “a soft spot 
for Communism.” 

Dr. Mark Fakkema of Chicago, 
director of the National Associa- 
tion of Christian Schools, an NAE 
affiliate, scored liberal educators 
who refuse to acknowledge that a 
“‘study what you please’ policy of 
progressive education has failed, 
but who talk about the need for 
something being done about in- 
teresting youth in serious study of 
mathematics and physics.” 

The convention was told by Dr. 
Harold J. Ockenga, of Boston, that 
theologians should relate new in- 
formation about space to Christian 
doctrines: ‘“‘The Christian can in- 
terpret biblical terminology about 
angels, redemption, the resurrec- 
tion of the body, heaven and hell, 
all in terms of the new cosmol 
far better than he could in the 
cosmology prevalent in Bible 
times.” 

In a message before the Social 
Action Commission, Mr. Frank Mc- 
Garr, first assistant U.S. attorney, 
stated church people should orga- 
nize a long-range program to elim- 
inate obscene literature and the 

















action should start on the local 
level. Donald Gill, assistant secre- 
tary of public affairs for the N.A.E. 
in Washington, D.C., told delegates 
that American Christians needed a 
“new kind of conscience’ if the 
battle against filth and obscenity 
is to succeed.” 

Evangelical churches were chal- 
lenged to reach the populace of 
Suburbia through providing minis- 
ters, funds and church members 
as a nucleus of new suburban 
churches. 

The National Religious Broad- 
casters, an NAE affiliate, elected 
Dr. James DeForest Murch of Cin- 
cinnati as chairman of a commit- 
tee authorized to establish a na- 
tional office in Washington, D.C. 


Catholics Report Member Gains 


Roman Catholics in the United 
States and its territories now num- 
ber 36,023,977, an increase of 1,460,- 
126 in the past year, according to 
the Official Catholic Directory for 
1958, published last week by J. P. 
Kenedy & Sons, New York. The to- 
tal marks a new high in Catholic 
Church membership. New highs 
are also reported in the number of 

riests, and the membership of the 

ierarchy, as well as the number 
of Catholic schools. 


There are now 50,813 ordained 
priests in the United States, and 
membership in the hierarchy now 
totals 225 (four cardinals, 31 arch- 
bishops and 190 bishops). There 
are 13,557 Catholic education in- 
stitutions in the country. 


The Church in Russia 


(Ed. Note—The following evalu- 
ation of religious life in Russia 
was written especially for E.P. by 
Dr. Bob Pierce, president of World 
Vision, Inc., who returned two days 
ago from a seven-week speaking- 
observation tour of Europe and the 
Soviet Union. During t period, 
he had private interviews with 
Premier Pflimlin of France, Queen 
Juliana and Princess Wilhelmina 
of Holland, the American ambas- 
sadors in France and Russia, along 
with people from all walks of life.) 

My visits to the Protestant 
church of Russia were the most 
wonderful, but oe exper- 
iences of my ministry. 

I was thrilled to see the church- 
es overflowing with Christians who 
deeply love Jesus Christ. The hun- 
ger for the Word of God is so 
great that the Baptist Church in 
Moscow sc | one in a city of 
5,000,000) holds three two-hour 
services every Sunday, with over 
2,000 present at each. Three week- 


night services also are jammed. 

I wept for joy as I looked into 
the glowing faces of Christians in 
Kiev and heard them sing “Revive 
Us ain.” How I wished that all 
America could have stood there 
with me! The same spirit was evi- 
dent in Kharkov and Leningrad. 

Wonderful news came from Dr. 
Jacob Zhidkov, president of all So- 
viet Union Baptist Communities. 
He told me there were more than 
5,400 Baptist churches in Russia, 
with a baptized membership of 
530,000 persons. He said the 
churches baptized approximately 
15,000 new members each year. 

The apparent religious freedom 
was marvelous. But frightening 
answers came when I asked ques- 
—— and probed beneath the sur- 
ace, 

The Kremlin, as an outward 
show, does grant freedom of wor- 
ship now. But the Communist rul- 
ers have in progress an ingenius, 
diabolical plan that is killing the 
Christian Church at its roots. 

The Church must not baptize 
any person under the age of 18. 
There are no Sunday Schools. Edu- 
cation is compulsory. From the age 
of 7, every boy and girl in school 
is pressured to join the 
Communist-sponsored Young Oc- 
tobrists and then the Young Pio- 
neers. They are given special priv- 
ileges and wear colorful necker- 
chiefs as identification. What child 
would have the courage not to 
join? But a child of Christian par- 
ents cannot belong to these or- 
ganizations unless he renounces 
the faith of his fathers and swears 
allegiance to the glorious Com- 
munist Party. Lenin said to give 
him the formative years of a child 
and his future as a Communist was 
assured. 

This is why the vast majority 
of Protestant churches in Russia 
are filled with persons of middle- 
age and beyond. 

I was frightened to discover that 
the Protestant Church does not 
have one seminary. The last one 
closed in 1930. The Kremlin says 
the Church is free to have a semi- 
nary but, unfortunately, a build- 
ing isn’t available. Some aging 
pastors do their best to train young 
men in private sessions. 

I was frightened by the lack of 
Bibles. It was heartbreaking to see 
Christians trying to keep the de- 
caying leaves of their Bibles to- 
gether with ee carrying what 
was left of them in bags. It is im- 
possible to buy a Bibie in a Rus- 
sian book store. The only distribu- 
tion is through churches. But look 
at these incredible figures: Russia, 
by far the world’s number one 
publisher of books, printed 10,000 
Bibles in 1957. The last previous 
printing of Bibles in Russia oc- 
curred 30 years before, when 10,- 
000 were published. The year be- 


fore that, in 1926, 25,000 were 
printed. What a shocking realiza- 
tion—only 45,000 Bibles in over 30 
years by a nation almost three 
times the size of the United States. 

The Communist plan is clever. 
And it is working. The Church in 
Russia could be destroyed in an- 
other generation. But I don’t be- 
lieve this will happen. The Krem- 
lin masters reckon without Al- 
mighty God. He is still in control. 
He can destroy the best of man- 
made plans. 

God answers prayer. The inspir- 
ing Protestants of Russia desper- 
ately need the prayers of every 
American Christian as they strug- 
gle for survival—Dr. Bob Pierce 


Catholics and the White House 


WASHINGTON — “Religion and 
the Presidency” was the theme, 
Catholics and the White House the 
= of issue, as three religious 
eaders and a Congressman locked 
minds on “The Big Issue,” NBC 
television program. 

Upholding the affirmative side 
of the question as to whether or 
not a Catholic could be a loyal 
member of his religion and still 
function as a true president were 
the Rev. Francis Sayre, Jr., dean of 
the Washington Cathedral (Episco- 
pal) and Congressman Eugene Mc- 
Carthy (Dem., Minn.). 

On the negative stood Dr. John 
A. Mackay, president of Princeton 
Theological Seminary; and Dr. 
Glenn Archer, executive director of 
POAU (Protestants and Other 
American United for Separation of 
Church and State). 

Dean Sayre: To say that Catho- 
lics bear political allegiance to the 
Pope is to do “an injustice to my 
Roman Catholic brothers. ... The 
allegiance given by Roman Catho- 
lics is not to a foreign power but 
to the Lord, and in that they are 
no different from Protestants.” 


Congressman McCarthy: “(I 
have) never ——— a conflict 
between Catholicism as such and 
American Democracy.” 

Dr. Mackay: Catholicism is a 
state as well as a religion. Since 
the 1930’s there has been a “very 
decided effort on the part of the 
Roman Church to influence (so- 
ciety through such means as) the 
dread prospect of boycott.” 

Dr. Archer: While it is conceiv- 
able that a Catholic could also be a 
loyal president, there would be 
“more pressures” on a Catholic 
head of state than on a Protestant 
or Jew. He urged that any Catholic 
presidential hopeful be called upon 
to state his position on such is- 
sues as tax money for private 
schools, an Ambassador to the Vat-

TORONTO, Ont.—Rev. Percy S. 
Brewster, of Cardiff, Wales, who is 
known as one of Britain’s most 
unique “evangelistic pastors,” will 
be the preacher at the first Sunday 
night evangelistic rally of the Fifth 
World Conference of Pentecostal 
Churches in Toronto, Sunday, Sep- 
tember 14. 

The London-born and Lon- 
don-educated minister has served 
the City Temple, Cardiff, as pas- 
tor since 1933, along with his 
many outside evangelistic activi- 
ties and administrative responsibil- 
ities. The 1100-seat Cardiff church 
continues to enjoy capacity audi- 
ences the year around despite the 
generally low church attendance 
in Britain, especially at the eve- 
ning services. 

Mr. Brewster is a regular speaker 
on the religious broadcasts of the 
British Broadcasting Corporation, 
and a frequent speaker at the Eas- 
ter rallies in Royal Albert Hall, 
which attract audiences of 8,000. 

Pastor Brewster has held evan- 
gelistic crusades throughout the 
principal cities of England, Scot- 
land, Northern Ireland and Wales, 
filling the largest public halls. As 
the direct result of these campaigns 
more than 40 permanent local 


TORONTO, Ont.—A distinguished 
Eurasian scholar and educator, Rev. 
Harry Victor Liddle, principal of 
Doon Bible College, Dehra Dun, 
North India, will moderate a panel 
at the Fifth World Conference of 
Pentecostal Churches, which will 
meet on the Canadian National Ex- 
hibition Park grounds in Toronto, 
on Friday, September 19 next, when 
the significance of “The Indigen- 
ous Church” will be discussed in the 
light of the present-day national 
consciousness in the younger na- 
tions enjoying self-determination.

was a college student. Continuing 
his academic career, he immediate- 
ly launched into active Christian 
service. He received the “Pentecos- 
tal baptism” in 1941. 

In 1952 he received the Bachelor 
of Divinity degree from Semam- 
pore College, West Bengal, and in 
1956 the Master of Theology de- 
gree from the same university. The 
National Council of India nomi- 
nated him for postgraduate work 
in Drake University in Des Moines, 
Iowa, where he received the Mas- 
ter of Arts in Social Science degree 
in 1953. He pursued postgraduate
